The American-based Hebrew Im- 
‘Ald Society, HEAS, will no 


its’ assistance in immigrating to a 
Western country after first coming 
to Israel. The wer policy took «fect 


yesterday. 

‘The HEAS Buropean headquarters 
in Rome is at present assisting more 
than 800 Soviet Jews,.the nmrajority 
of whom declined to go on to 
Israel when they arrived in Vienna 
from the U.S.S.R. However, the 
group includes several score families 
who -did come ‘to Israel but then 
left for Rome after failure to find 
a satisfactory place in Israeli so- 
clety. 

HIAS has during the last three 
years obtained immigration permits, 
mostly to the U.S. and Canada, for 
several bundred Soviet Jewish fam- 
Mies. Recently, the U.S. passed legts- 
Jation with regard to a group of 
such families which dispensed with 
certain lengthy formalities required 
of immigrants to the U.S. 

In a television interview last 
night Uzi Narkis, head of the Jew- 
ish Agency’s Immigration ‘Depart- 
ment, said BIAS has discontinued 
assistance to the families leaving 
Israel because Israel cannot be con- 
sidered a “country of distréss.” 

Last June, when this reporter vis- 
tted the Jewish Agency's immigrant 
transit centre in Schoenau, Vienna, 
he was told by the director, Meir 
Zutan, that the centre helps ar-

WASHINGTON (UPI). Rep- 
resentative Wilbur Mills, Democrat-

Kuwait yesterday hinted it was

surrendered at Kuwait's girport on 
Saturday night following the week- 
end hijacking. 

The five gunmen surrendered after 
four days τι which they stormed the 
Saudi Arabian embassy in Paris and 
then flew to the Middle East with 
four Saudi diplomats as ‘hostages. 
They threatened to execute the dip- 
lomats unless a Fatah leader, Abu 
Daoud, wag released from a life 
sentence he fa serving in Jordan. 

The four freed hostages flew to 
Saudi Arabia yesterday without 
making any statement. They were 
released unharmed Saturday night 
when the gunmen surrendered after 
failing to achieve their demands. The 
last was that they be provided with 
δι crew for the plane they were oc- 


cupying. 

The Kuwaiti authorities last night 
said they were waiting for the ar- 
vival of a special terrorist delega- 
tion to take part in the interrogation 
of the five gunmen in an army camp

‘The Kuwaiti press yesterday iden- 
tified the five Munir 
Ahmed 29, the leader; Abdul-Rahim 
Hussein, 24: Wahid Jalal, 24; Nabil 
Ahmed Khalil, 24; and Sami 
Khaled, 22, The authorities, how- 
ever, cautioned that these might be 
false names. 

The gunmen said they belonged 
to an “al-Igab" (punishment) or- 
ganization. The PLO said the 
group did not exist. However, it is 
pelieved to be one of several units 
the Fatah and the Popular Front 
for the Liberation of Paleatine have 
been recently sending on missions. 
The parent organizations disclaim 
any comection with them in order 
to avoid international criticism and 
the anger of conservative Arab gov- 
ermments especiall those of 
Saudi Arabia and Kuwait, both of 
which have been providing the ter- 
rorist movement with generous fi- 
nancial aid. 


Israel seeks international 
condemnation of Rome plot

Foreign Minister Abba Eban toki 
the Cabinet yesterday that the Israel 
Government will make efforts to 
obtain international condemnation of 
the Arab terrorist plot to attack ἘΠ 
Al airliners in Rome. 

The Minister said that a note 
‘would be circulated to all members 
of the International Civil Aviation 
Organization (ICAO). Israel’s de- 
legates to the ICAO would raise the 
issue during the current conference, 
he said, praising what he called “the 
vigorous and impressive stand” 
taken at the opening of the con- 
ference by Ambassador Amie] Najjar 
{who heads the Rome Embassy and 
the delagation to the ICAO con- 
ference). 

Mr. Bhan ssid that Israeli envoys 
in various world capitals were de- 
manding that the governments to 
which they are accredited make 
statements, condemning the Rome bid 
to interfere with the freedom of 
civil aviation. 

Jerusalem had also drawn the at- 
tention of the U.S. Govermme:: “9

‘ted Soviets weapons,, for 
international terrorist designs, he 
told the Cabimet. 

Summing up 4 brief discussion in 
the Cabinet, Deputy Premier "Yigal 
Allon said that the terrorist plot to 
hit passenger planes with missiles 
must be viewed with extreme grav- 
ity. 

These Soviet-made weapons could 
only have got to the Arab terrorists 
via Arab states who handed them

— Weypt is still re- 
celving ‘huge quantities of arms 
from the U‘S.S.R. though this fact 
gets no publicity, Defence Minister 
Moshe Dayan said here last night. 

“While six years have passed 
since the Six Day War,” he told an 
Alignment Histadrut-election rally, 
“we still Uve under the shadow of 
war, and our plans for the next four 
years must ‘be made accordingly.” 
These plans should be based on de- 
fence and development of Jewish 
land, he added. 

Israel will develop Jewish settle- 
ments in Rafah and in the Golan 
Heights, Mr. Dayan forecast. “There 
wi be no Palestinian State, no 
Jordanian Jerusalem, and no Syrian 
Golan,” he asserted. The Arabs have 
the oJ, the money and the votes, 
but Israel has adequate forces to 
defend itself, and need not rely on 
international forces, or guarantees. 

“We are in the midst of a poli- 
tical struggle," the Defence Minis- 
ter went on to say, “which is not 
likely to be easy for us --- espe- 
cially in the face of the notes 
sounded by the Security Council, 
the ICAO, and at the Conference of 
Non-aligned nations.” 

The world is becoming more 
unrestrained, he said, and no one 
seems concerned that armed terror- 
ists walk Paris streets and the 
U.S.S.R. arms them.

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‘TOO BUSY STEALING TO SEE TO PASSENGERS’ 


Dan, Nili crew accused of 
widespread corruption _

RAIFA. — A private investigator 
has charged that some crew mem- 
bers of Israel's two passenger liners, 
Dan and Nui, are so deeply engaged 
In large-scale pilfering of ships’ sup- 
plies, Wlegal currency dealing, gam- 
bling and smuggiing that they have 


: ; Only limfted time to spare for the 


care of their ers. 

The Karol Singer Investigation 
Agency was commissioned by the 
Zim Company to probe conditions 
on the ships, and a number of the 
agency's. men “worked” on the 
ships for several months. A con- 
fidential report, described as “inter- 
im.” has now been issued. 

The report alleges that large 
quantities of ships’ supplies bought 
in Haifa are “lost” on the way to 
the ship through connivance be- 
tween crew members, employees of 
the suppliers and drivers. Some of 
these goods are gold in Haifa, some 
abroad. Expensive products, like 
meat, often go to foreign buyers. 

‘The investigators allegedly found 
bottles of whisky filled with water 
among drinks loaded in the port. 
Shortcomings in the procedure for 
weighing and courting supplies on 
board made the work of pilferers 
fairly easy. 

"There is virtually no stock tak- 
ing” at the end of each sailing, the 
Teport says. The detectives believe 
that hundreds of kilograms of ex- 
pensive meat, offictally served to the 
passengers, were stolen and sold by 
crew members, 

The report noted five ways alleged 
to have been used by some of the 
men to smuggle goods into Haifa, 
and more than hints at connivance 
with officials in some cases to get 
the goods past the customs. 

The detectives were also said to 
have found that the smuggiers 
“exert pressure” on immigrants and 
tourists sailing on the ships to help 
them get contraband goods past 
the customs. Passengers who don't 
cooperate may often get bad service. 

The investigators claim that a 
Mafla-type gang of crew members 
on the Dan organizes many of the 
illegal activitles, such as the ex- 
change of Israel pounds into foreign 
currency at greatly inflated rates 
for Israel passengers going abroad.

Although August ls seasonally a 
weaker month than July for Iarael 
exports, the 19 per cent drop was 
freacer than expected, according to 
economic ouservers. 

Tae latest figures come ἃ few 
days afcer the Eurean’s announce- 
‘ment that the country’s trade de 
ficit had grown by 71 per cent in 
the first seven months of this year, 
eompared with the same period a 
year ago. In July alone, imports ex- 
ceeded exports by §152m. 

Although cumulative ‘export εἴθ 
tigties for the first six and seven 
months of 1973 look impressive, 
some économlc circles raise a note 
‘of caution. They polnt to the fact 
that ‘the main contributor to the 
percentage gains has been diamond 
τ exports, which the ‘Ministry of Com- 
merde and Industry classifie as an 
industriel export. 

Though diamonds are 2 commod- 
ity of lasting value, the demand for 
them fluctuates widely, as is the 
case with other “luxury” items.

This is the first year that the 
quantity of fish sctepted by the 
canneries has been limited by the 
contract. The Ministry took the view, 
during the lengthy negotiations for 
the contract, that sardines could be 
more cheaply imported from Portu- 
gal. However, since the recent world- 
wide price rises, “this is now doubt- 
ful,” the Union believes. 

The Union has meanwhile fixed 
quotas for the fishermen, to 
surpluses, and has also supplied 
small quantities of fish to zoos and 
mink raisers. Because of the short- 
age of cold storage, space, they 
have found it impossible to store 
sardines for off-season sele to the 
canneries.

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Nixon prods 


Congress 


to pass major bills 


WASHINGTON. — President Nixon 
appealed yesterday for swift Con- 
gressional passage of his major 
legislative proposals, calling for 
extra sessions, if necessary, to com- 
Diete the task, He asked Americans 
to prod Congress into fighting in- 
flation and to pass his proposals in 
the areag of energy, schools, and 
crime, 

He ‘also insisted that C 
Place no Umits on Presidential 
powers that “would jeopardize the 
capacity of the President, in this 
and in future administrations, to 
carry out his responsibilities to the 
American people.” 

He also warned against any 
tampering with the defence budget 
of more than $79,000m., terming na- 
tional defence an area of “tran- 
scendant tmportance.” 

“In recent years, it has been 
fashionable to suggest that what- 
ever we want in the way of extra 
programmes at home could be 
painlessly financed by just lopping 
five or 20 billion dollars out of the 
defence budget,” Nixon said. 


“This approach is worse than 
foolhardy, it Is suicidal.” 
“The world’s hope for peace 


depends on America’s strength,” he 
said. “It depends absolutely on our 
never falling into the position of 
being the second strongest power in 
the world.” 

Nixon presented his case in a 

taped 10-minute nationwide radio 
broadcast, previewing a bulky second 
address he will send to the De- 
mocratic-controlled Congress today, 
urging action on 50 Administration 
measures, 
- In his speech, Nixon dealt at 
length firat with the effort to 
achieve “full prosperity, without in- 
flation and without war.” 

While claiming “substantial pro- 
gress" in achieving that goal, Nixon 
sald rising prices pose a major 
challenge, τ 

“We still face the prospect of 
Strong inflationary pressures a3 a 
result of overspending by the 
Federal Government,” he said. 

By implication, the President again 
asked the nation to turn away from 
the Watergate scandal. 

He said that to achieve Ad- 
ministration goals “also means hold- 
ing the spotlight of public attention 
and public debate on those issues 
that directly and personally affect 
you and your lives.” ΓΑΡ, UPI)
